C reating and 
Maintaining a 
Rose Garden 


W 
H IL E the old-fashioned roses 
arc endeared to 
many by 
tender associations, their sea­ 
son of bloom is confined to 
the month of June, when the genera!

they are. other and newer roses have 
opened tip far more enduring fields 
of bloom giving them always a season 
in which to establish themselves. 


Roses All th e Year Round 
H ardy Hybrid P erp etu al form a well­

adapted to all localities than those of 
any other class. 
While these are not as 
constant as the tender and oft-times try­ 
ing tea-rose, they are far more imposing 
in their habit of bloom. With the add rd 
advantage of being hardy in the North, 
after the plants are once established.

prove a failure, owing to adverse seasons 
or unfavorable soil and cultivation.

Location and Preparation of the Soil 
Roses thrive best where they receive a 
generous allowance of sunshine.
